all other its natural Properties (not common to both Bodies)

I muſt neceſſarily ſtand poſſeſt of this · Perſuaſion, that 


every reaſonable Man in the due exerciſe of his Reaſon will 


conclude, that this Propoſition carries its own Evidence in

Tranſubſtantiated his Rod into the real B ot a Serpent, 
and the Magicians by a Diabolical Aid eitter imitated or 
elſe counterfeited that wonderful Tranſubſtantiation by 
turning their Rods into Serpents too (for they certainly 
did io in outward Appearance) thoſe Rods by that Tran- 


ſubſtantiation loſt their original and native Shape and ap- 


arcd in the Shape of thoſs Bodys, into which they were

As for the Spaniſh and other outlandiſh Roman Catho-

which by the way ſhews. how much the Popiih Ignorance 
exceeds that of the Egyptians. | 
When our dear Lord Tranſubſtantiated Water into Wine, 
men's natural ſenſes were free and had their fre: Exerciſe: 
for none were expected to believe the Water was made Wine 
contrary to ſenſe, for thoſe who ſaw and taſted it knew it was 
Wine both in Colour, Taſte and Smell, they knew it to be 
Wine upon the clear and ſatisfying Evidence of ſenſe ; for our 
Redeemer was ſo far from denying men the uſe of their ſenſes, 
that he conſtantly preſſes them to the right Exerciſe of them. 
His word Preach'd was directed to the Ear, and his Miracles 
wrought to the Eye, and when he required Faith in his Reſur- 
re&ion he reters them for the certainty of it to the cleareſt 
Evidence of ſenſe, ſaying feel me, handle me for a Spirit hath not 
Fleſh and Bones, Cc. He ſhew'd himſelf alive after his Paflion 
by many infallible Proofs and will it not be admitted, that 
the infallibility of thoſe Proofs partly conſiſted in the intallible 


Evidence of Senſe; 


But the holy Roman Catholick Anti-Chriſtian Prieſthood _ 
will not follow the Example of the great High- Prieſt of the 
Chriſtian Profeſſion in their pretended Tranſubſtantiation of 
Bread into the real Body of the Lord Jeſus: For they are fo

your ſen ſes, and impoſe upon you in ſuch ſort as the Magicians 
of Egypt durſt not do to their more judicious Country men? 
Wi! you p.n your Faith and Reaſon too upon the Sleeves of 


theſc bud Guides? And ſhall it be with your own Conſent, 
thac they lead you into the Ditch of eternal Ruin? 
What can we do more for you than to lay theſe things 
plainly before you, and make thoſe Errors into which your 


Prieſts have brought you, evident to your own ſenſes; now if 


after all this, you will truſt theſe men with your Souls and riſque 


_ everlaſting Salvation on a blind implicit Faith, ſupported 
y nothing but their bare word (in a manifeſt Contradiction 


both to Senſe and Reaſon ) Heaven and Earth will be wit- 


neſs for all Proteftants, that they are Pure from your Blood 


and that your Deſtruction lies at your own Door. 


Be perſuaded to tender your own Happineſs, conſider and 


Judge for your ſelves, and I dare aſſure my ſelf, you will ſee 
this Truth with as much Plainneſs, as it is ſeen by all Proteſt- 


ants, that if all the Roman Catholick Cardinals in the world 
were all preſent together, if all the papal Prelates and Arch- 
Prelates in the whole univerſe were all in one place and the 


Pope himſelf at the head of them, and you were to throw | 


down before them one hundred Wafers, whercef fifty were 
Conſecrated and fifty not, it would not be in the Power of 
the whole Papal Hierarchy to ſeperate the one from the other 


and diſtinguiſh the real Body of Chriſt from a peice of Bread, 


wherefore be advis'd to believe nothing your Prieſt ſhall tell you, 


but what flands upon the fulleſt and cleareſt Evidence the na- 


ture of the Thing ſhall Require, be not put off with their 


telling you that tho' their Doctrine of T'rarſubſtantiation be 


inconſiſtant with human ſenſe, yet you are bound to believe 
it, becauſe you are bound to believe fore things which are 
beyond the Comprehenſion of Senſe and Reaſon. . 

For ſuppoſe we admit, that there are ſome things, about 


which God commands our Faith, which Senſe and Reaſon can- 
not 
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not comprehend, and that in ſuch particulars, as wherein his 


poſitive word is a ſufficient Foundation for our Faith; muſt 


we there tore believe, that a conſecrated Wafer is the real Body 
and Blood of Chriſt contrary both to Senſe and Reaſon ? Surely 
no, for on a fair and impartial Enquiry it will appear, that 
the Tranſubſtantiat ion in Debate is not one of thoſe particulars . 


in regard we have no word from God requiring our belief of 


any ſuch Doctrine, bur ſo far the contrary, that the divine Re- 
velation is wholly againſt it, which leads me to the third and 


laſt thing to be proved, which is, | 
That the Roman Catholick Notion: of Tranſubſtantiation 


is moſt evidently contrary to the Chriſtian Faith. 


The Faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Faith of Gods ele, 
the Faith which Rome once received, but has long fince depart- 
ed frem, is that Faith in which the Apoſtles conſtantly in- 
ſtructed Mankind; and moſt ſure I am, that their Doctrine 
concerning that Bread and Wine, in the eating and drinking 
of which, chriſtian Churches commemorate the Paſſion of our 
Redecmer is quite contrary to the Roman Catholick Doctrine, 
which will be evident in comparing the Apoſtolical Doctrine 
and their's together upon this Point. 

The Roman Catholick Doctrine is, that the Bread by con- 
ſecration is Tranſubſtantiated into the reai Body of Chrift, con- 
ſequently it is no more Bread after ſuch Conſecration, and 
therefore cannot properly be call'd Bread, but the Chriſtian 
Catholick and Apoſtolical Doctrine was and ſtill is, that the 
Bread after Conſecration is Bread ſtill, for they call it Bread 
at the time oft breaking it which was after Conſecration 1 Gor. 
10, 26. And let it be further obſerv'd, that though we com- 
monly call this Ordinance of Chriſt the Sacrament of the Supper, 


yet the name by which it is generally known in Holy Scripture 
1s, Breaking of Bread, Atls 2, 42. Chap. 20, 7. Yea the A- 
poſtles call'd it Bread even at the time of eating it, 1 Cor. 11, 
27, 28, and ſatisfy'd I am, that no man can with any Coun- 
tenance ot Reaſon underſtand the Apoftle in theſe Verſes ſpeak- 


ing of Bread in a different ſenſe, from wer. 23, 24. He took Bread, 

that is natural Bread in its proper literal Senſe. 
Thele things are ſo plain, that I cannot but perſuade my ſelf 
that every reaſonable man will acknowledge, that the Roman 
Catholick is demonſtrably contrary to the Chriſtian Catholicx 
Notion of Tranſubſtantiation and conſequently contrary to the 
Chriftian

cheir Senſe and Reaſon to throw away an implicit Faith and

Chriſtian Faithgas well as contrary to humanSenſe and Reaſon; 


but alas! what ſignifies all this to a Roman Catholick, to what
